T he aa nagor of the International Bookstore, a Soviet, made the following proposal; 
" Comr ades of Manchuria, our Conrsuniei Party oust advance to the goal of world 
leannniam. In this advance, the parties of tho Far Eastern areas are extremely 
important, particularly the one in Manchuria, the focal point of many of our Far 
East activities. But there is a problem » America's 'Aid China Policy'. Regardless 
of hew extensive this aid, it will have a great effect on tha Chinese Communist 
Party and tho International Connunlst Party. The trouble is that no one pays 
enough attention to it. S»e should fund methods of undonnising this policy now, at 
this conference, and put them into practice ictnedlately . » 

At this point LIN Feng made the following report t ' 

•tfe have been carrying on various operations with that end in nind. Our under- 
ground operators in Nationalist, territory are working on anti-American movements 
and the withdrawal of the American forces. Also, through several kinds of 
propaganda, we are waking the people’s consciousness to antiHUxricsniam, so that 
the American government will lose faith in the Central Government. We are attempt- 
ing to break dewa the sentiment between America and tho Central Government, so that 
America will refuse it assistance. This operation, however, confronts an obstacle) 
in lack of funds. We are planning to aend a number of people to tho United States 
to handle this operation. It is therefore desired that the International Caamunist 
Party think of ways to help us with this a3 soon as possible." 


Tho chief of the International Advisors' Group, the chairman of the meeting, than 
states as follwos: 

"Uieir 'Aid Europe Plan* has hindered our operations in Europe, so it is natural 
that the 'Aid China Plan' 3hould present a problem in the Far East, however, in 
tha American aid pita, the cagbasia 1 j presently on Europe... China is second on 
the list. Therefore, we must cooperate now to sabotage this aid plan and the 
friendship between America and. the Central Government. It has been decided that 
tha International Communist Party will aosist in all Manchurian operations with 
its full strength; it is desired therefore that our Manchurian comrades make their 
plans immediately." 


A representative of the Chinese Communist Party then proposed the following: 

"It is desired that, even after the duties of the International Advisory Group have 
been completed, a fen Soviet comrades bo left in Manchuria on a long-term basis to 
on our administration . "
